"The Negro Moslem movement in this country 
is, in the words of Malcolm a 'the fastest 3 rowing 
group of young Moslems in the Western World".

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In his appearance at Elks Hall, Malcolm 
X will speak on Messenger Muhammad's 'Work and Alms', 
and present his relation to the many problems con- 
fronting the Negro people, and their need of religious 
expression that is not dictated and controlled by 
their enemies. He will answer questions at the close 
of his lecture. Interviewed by The Herald Dispatch 
since his arrival In Los Angeles, Malcolm X decided 
that 'Negroes want pi-ogress, but they must first 
realize that progress is the offspring of freedom. 
We will never be free until we have our own institutions. 
tfe must be both the producers and the consumers of our 
own necessities (food, clothing, shelter, etc.), before 
we can be free and independent. ' 

! In this connection, he declared, Negroes 
must come to a realization of the importance and 
power of the Negro Press, jiust take to heart the 
old adage that 'the pen is mightier than the sword.' 
He pointed out that when the white press recently 
aought to destroy one of New York's highest Negro 
officials, it was only the Negro press who came to 
nls defense and beat back the attack. 'It waj the 
Negro press in Harlem', he declared, 'that shot back 
"factual bullets'', enabling Iiarlemites to see what the 
white press was trying to do. By digging up the facts 
and exposing the hidden motives of the biased white press, 
the Negro press was abln to shatter the conspiracy, 
prevent the people of Harlem from being misled by the 
lies of the white press.' - *. 

He warned that without a powerful and 
militant Negro press, the white press could deceive 
the N3gro people with 'Its powerful, well-loaded, 
propaganda guns,' and its slcndeis of negro officials. 
'The Negro people would be wise', he added, 'to k~*p 
this weapon (the Negro press) in good condition, 
strong, well-loaded, Independent, alert and ready, 1 - 
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"The public is invited to attend his 
lecture Wednesday night at the Elks Hall. A special 
invitation is extended to fraternal, civic, political 
and religious leaders.'*

children xn order for them to attend schools whi< ~ he 
pays texes to maintain, does not hate those who inflict 
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Muhammad teach hia hate?' 'I ask you this audience,' 
he said. The audience wildly applauded the youthful 
dynamic speaker. 

"'The Messenger, as Honorable Klijah 
Muhammad is referred to by his followers, is teaching 
the so-called American Negro the Brotherhood of Iclam, 
unity, virtue and service to humanity,' He continued. 
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'The theme of the two hour long lecture was 
unity among the so-callei Negro. Again and again 
Malcolm urged the Negro to drive the devils from his 
community and to build business and patronize his own, 
instead of building so many unnecessary churches. He 
pointed out that there is more than fifteen billion 
dollars of wealth among the Negroefl and at leas£ 85^ 
of that wealth 1b tied up into churches. 

"Scoring the racists, he quoted ftfom a 
letter written to the Messenger from J. 3. v3^ oner, 
Archleader of the Christian Party, P.O. Bok^43, 
Atlanta, Georgia in which he calls Negroes drunkards, 
thieves and robbers, and spreade race hatred through 
the length of the country. 

"The eloquent young speaker said the t 
Honorable Elijah Muhammad is more than a match for 
the racists giving a quotation first from the 
racist's letter and the Messenger's answer as follows: 

'•...I hope you will appreciate the fact 
that I am ^ot a hypocrite like some Yankees who preach 
race-mixing and practice segregation, ' the racist 
wrote. 'I actually express the sentiments and feelings 
that are in the hearts of most White people everywhere 
when I tell you thatl believe in White Supremacy and 
the inferiority of all dark races. 
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"•Why should we '.Whites let Africans 
infiltrate our civilization when Africans have never 
been able to build or maintain a civilization of their 
own? You Africans are afraid to do It alone. You 
are afraid that you would get lost without the White 
man to guide you and help you. Yet, with your mania 
for mongrelization, you are trying to destroy the 
White Race that has given you civilization on a silver 
platter. You are striving to kill the i/hite goose 
that laid the golden egg of civilization. If you 
succeed, you will be able to get no more golden eggs 
because the White gccee will be dead. 

:r, A new independent African nation will be 
born in a few days on toarch 6th, 1957. Now known as the 
rich Gold Coast, it will become known as Ghana. Blacks 
will run it from top to bottom. Do you think they 
are capable of success or does their black blood 
doom them to their failure? The black Prime Minis cer 
graduated from Lirjcoln University here in America. 
Many of Ghana officials have studied in America. English 
is a common language in Ghana. If the Africans had 
self-respect and ability, they would go to Ghana in 
Africa and prove their racial ability by helping to 
build a great African nation. They won't go because 
they have no confidence in themselves. 

"'They knew that their race is a lower 
form of humanity and can not stand on its own feet. 
The Africans of America are afraid to be without the 
White man, and thus, admit their own inferiority.... 1 

"In reply to 'Christian Party' Archleader's 
Letter, Mr, Elijah Muhammad defends Islam, and 
clarifies to the so-called Negro the racist pois*. .-, which 
has been Injected into his veins for the past four 
hundred years, Malcolm quotes from Messenger's answer, 
as follows:

"Harlem's Moslem sect this week demanded that 
Police Commissioner Stephen Kennedy remove frcn the 
police force two white policemen who beat up one of 
their members last April 2.6 in an incident which set 
off a near riot and left the Moslem in the hospita, 
with a brain concussion. 

"The demand w?c made in a telegram sent, to 
the Commissioner by Minister Malcolm JC, spiritual 
leader of Muhammad's Temple 9 in mid Harlem, 
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"It came a few days after a grand Jury had 
refused to indict the Moslem vicitm, Johnson X, on 
charges by the police officers that Johnson was dis- 
orderly and resisted arrest, making it necessary to 
forcibly restrain him. 

"Dismissal of tie complaint by the grand 
Jury was seen by the Moslems as paving the way for 
the half million dollar suit which HJnton has filed 
against the city as a result of the beating. 

"Powder Keg 

"In his telegram to Kennedy, Minister X 
said Harlem Is a 'potential powder keg 1 and that if the 
officers are allowed to remain on duty in the Harlem 
area their presence is 'not only a menace to society 
but to world peace.* 

"Minister X reminded the Commissionei that 
on April 29, Commissioners Robert Mangiwi and Walter 
Arm had promised the Moslems a fair and impartial 
investigation of the beating and that 'Justice would 
be uone' IV it was found that the beating given Hinton 
was 'unwarranted. ■ 

"Recalls Promise 

"The telegram suggested that the grand Jury 
action proved that the beatirg was unwarranted and 
said, 'We respectfully trust that the confidence 
imposed in the promise of your representative l.ill not 
be shaken by your allowing these prejudiced white men, 
disguised as police officers ... to remain on active 
duty. • 

Commie si oner Walter Arm, commenting on the 
telegram, said, 'In my capacity as commissioner i*i 
charge of community relations, I did promise an immediate 
investigation into the matter. We asked the attorneys 
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"to supply us with the names of some of the witnesses 
In the case - and were politely turned don.i. 

"Our investigation was then discounted, 
pending the outcome of the grand Jury's action. Now 
that the grand Jury has finished with the case, our 
investigation will be continued since we can get all 
names from the grand jury's records. 

"Ud to Kennedv 
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"It would have to be Judged as to whether 
the police officers exceeded their authority or not. 
When the investigation is completed^ the results will 
be turned over to the Commissioner iStepher P. Kennedy), 
who decides on all transfers or suspensions."

"As fast as added 'light ' increases the wise 
man's ability to understand, he then re-sets his 
'course' and his 'pace' according to the newly revealed 
facts before him. 

Pools Just blunder on, blindly, heedless of 
the everchanging 'conditions' cf the 'road* over whj^h 
they must travel . . . thi s, the BLIND DRIVERS and 
their 'cars' usually end up in the DITCH, 

"In the past, the 'religious roads' leading 
through Black America presented smooth sailing for the 
Old Touring Cars (churches) of Christianity. They met 
few obstacles and had little opposition or competition.

"In order to form a Just appreciation of the 
religion that is being taught by MESSENGER ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, 
it Is necessary to understand the true significance of the 
ARABIC word 'ISLAM 1 • . <■ Salaam (salama) in its primary 
sense,, men s to be trannuill. at- resc^ to have done one's 
duty, ' to"Tiave paid up, to be at perfect peace; In Its 
secondary senss It means t to surrender oneself to Him 
(the Supreme Being, ALLAhJ with whom peace is pade. 
The noun (salaam; which Is derived from It means peace, 
greeting, salvation, safety, submission to righteousness.

them to build a heaven for THEMSELVES on earth while 
they yet live. 

"Such religious teachings were designed to 
make us feel inferior to the fchite Christian Slave- 
master, and soon he was' successful in making us fear 
him, obey him, and worship him, instead of the True 
Supreme Being, the God of our own foreparents, 
Almighty ALLAH. 

"MESSENGER E*JHAMMAD has taught ub how we 
so-called Negroes eventuaaly became like the beggar, 
Lazarus, of the bible (Luke 16:20): our condition 
became sickening (very sore) .

"Our children, with no one to teach them, no 
one to open their eyes, grew up mentally blind, in gross 
darkness of ignorance. . . 'mother gone, father gone, 
motherless children saw a hard time.' White man's heaven 
is black man's hell. 

"Seeing the blood roll down the naked backs 
of our fathers, and of our brothers and sons. . . seeing 
our wives, our daughters, and even our mothers raped and 
ravished by the wicked, inhuman white beasts right before 
our very eyes, we wor.cie^eci: 'How long, oh, Lord, how 
long?' . . . White man's heaven Is black man'B hell. 

"We sweated in the fields, toiling In chains 
from morning until night, while the white slaven-.astcr 
slept and played. . . we ate from troughs with our 
hands, like animals, while the slavemaster lay In bed 
and forced our women to serve him his food on. silver 
platters. . » We were dresced In one-piece rags, while 
the white slavemaster wore silks and fine linens. . . 
We lived In shack-like huts v*hile the slavemaster lived 
In mansions which were built by our very own hands. 
White man's heaven is black man's hell. 

"Ke, who we.-e once the owners of the earth, 
the fathers of civilisation, while this weak-blooded 
white race was crawling like animals on their hands 
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"and knees in the caves of Europe, eating roots and 
raw meat for their fcod (Job, 3Cth chapter), find 
ourselves at their feet today. . . the feet of a 
wicked race whose very nature is filled with hatred 
for us. 

"Almighty Allah has tcvght Messenger 
Kuhanwad that in order- to keep us 'pacified* and 
from rebelling against his inhuman treatment of ue, 
the white slavemaster made up a 'new religion* 
(Christianity), and put Jesus' name on it to fool 
us. telling us that we would get our heaven (freedom) 
after we die, 'way up yonder in the sky'. . . and 
that we would have mansions above the clouds, chariots 
of gold, milk and honey, fine white robes. . . all of 
this 'up in the sky, after we die 1 .,. while at the same 
time our slavemaster himself was getting his heaven 
right here on earth, now, in this life.

"The most outspoken man in America tQday is 
Messenger Elijah Muhammad.

"In fact the Negro church was only a futile 
attempt by us (ex-slaves) to IMITATE the white church 
cf our Christian Slavcniasters. . . even going to the 
extreme of parroting the white slavemasters' lying 
Christian doctrine that ail dark people are cursed by 
God to work and serve 'White Christians.

"Our Negro churches were constantly torn with 
divisions, caused by the petty Negro preachers who were 
not Interested in the welfare of the people but only 
wanted wealth and power for themselves, and who were 
therefore continuously creating 'new denominations' 
a,nd setting up factions of their own that kept us 
confused and divided one against the other.

In February, 1957* a confidential Informant 
advised that the "Nation of Islam" is an organization 
composed entirely of Negroes which wzb organized In 1930 
In Detroit, Michigan. The national leader Is Elijah iMuhammad, 
who claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America. According to Muhammad, the 
purpose of the organization Is to establish an independent 
black nation In the United States. 
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^ 
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Members follow the teachings of Muhammad, which are 
allegedly based on his interpretation of the "Koran. " They 
are taught that there is no such tning as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negro race is the original race on earth and is 
Asiatic In origin and nature; that they are not citizens of 
the United States but merely slaves; that the white race, 
referred to as "white devils," Is Inferior to the Negro race 
but has exploited the Negroes, imposed slave nane3 upon them, 
withheld from them the history of their true Identity and 
culture, and, as a consequence, must and villi be destroyed in 
the approaching "War cf Armageddon/'

In the past, officials and members of the "Nation of 
including Elijah IiUhai:inad, have refused to register 
und^r tha provisions of the Selective Service Acts'Shd have 
declared that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

In January, 1957. another confidential informant 
related that Wuhammad stated tha" 1 - upon aivlre of legal counsel, 
he had tempered his personal statements rind Instructions to 
his ministers concerning the tenets and principles of this 
organization In order to avoid prosecution by the Government 
for violation of the laws of the United States. However, he 
has not indicated any i*v jamental changes are proposed in the 
teachings of the organization. 
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NATION OF ISLAM (CONT'D) 

Another source of information advised on March 22, 
1957* that Muhammad's Temple of Islam, Incorporated, 
Temple No. 7, 102 './est ll6th Street, New York, New York, 
Is the New York City affiliate of the Nation of Islam 
under Elijan Muhammad of Chicago, Illinois, 

On April 30, 1957* the first source of information 
mentioned above advised that the Fruit of Islam (FOI) is a 
group within the Nation of Islam composed of all able-bodied 
male members of the Nation of Islam. The purpose of the 
FOI is to protect officials and property of the Nation of 
Islam, assure compliance of members with Nation of Islam 
teachings, and to prepare for the "Vfar of Armageddon." 
Members of the FOI are required to participate in military 
drill and are afforded the opportunity to engage in Judo 
training. The FOI is governed by a military system wherein 
the members are controlled by general orders similar to those 
issued by regular military organizations.
